“Black Jack” Was Youngest West

Maj. Gen. John J. Pershing, the fa- 
mous “‘ Blaek Jack” of the regulara, 
will go down in history as the first 
American army officer to commana 
troopa of the battlefields of Europé. 
He (Pershing) is one of the officers wh6 
were picked by Colonel Roosevelt, when

General Pershing. was just.a dashing, 
much-loved Captain of cavairy when in 
1906 Colonel Roosévelt startled the coun- 
try by sending his hamé to the Senate 
for confifmation as a Brigadier Genéral. 
Thé other officers advanced by Colonel 
Roosevelt were Major Gen. Leonard 
Wood and Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, 
the latter of whom recently succeeded 
Géneral Wood a8 éonimanding officer of 
the Eastern Department, on Governors 
Island. 

Pershing is & Wést Poliiter of the West 
Pointers, as a classmate of his ex- 
pressed it not 80 very long ago. Hé was 
graduated into the reguiar service as a 
Second Lietiténant of eavairy in 1886 
and he began to make himsélf héard of 
béfore he had beén in thé saddle a year. 


It was to the Sixth Sattet States Cav- 
alry that Pershing was assigned shortly 
after he received his diploma from the 
Military Academy. 

In the first few years of His. service 
Pershing fought in the fierce border 
campaigns against the pene Indians

nineties. He was in the thick of the 
fighting that marked the brief warfare 
that was wagéd by the regulars ainst 
the Spaniards in Cuba in , and short- 
ly aftef the Treaty of Paris ‘was signed 
andthe Philippines caimhée iufhder the 
Amefi¢aii flag hé was among the first 
to be érdered to duty in the new pos- 
sessions. 

Arriving in the Philippines, General 
Pershing, then @_Captain, was promptly 
ordered ifito the Moro country, whefe as 
one of the leaders against the then 
fierce and intensely anti-Américan Moros 
he was soon to gain fame and honor 
and win the single star of a Brigadier. 
At the time of his nomination for that 
rank in 1 he was the youngest est 
nerd ever named as a General of the 
io is army in a time of peace. In 
er reward Pershing. President 
Gosevelt jumped him overt 862 officers 
who were his seniors in rank. 
Eleven years ago the big proéblém in 
the Philippinés was still the ifica- 
tion of the Moros. Those splendid war- 
riors, hundreds 6f whom are now sérv- 
ins in wlie grackK, organization KnhoWn as 
tae Philippine Scouts, fought inch by 
nch thé Ameriéans and refused to take 
ward of Govérnors and commanders 
sent to mollify them that the United 
States was their friend.

LONDON, May 18.—Thé first con- 
tingent of the American Army to reach 
this country arrived at a British port 
today.

4 MONTHS AFTER WAR’ 
Senate Pats Limit on Draft Act — 


by Amending the Army 
Deficiency Bill.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—Through an 


amendment which the Senate tacke® 
to the Army and Navy Deficiency bili.

Al- 
though the full quota of 154 men for the 
squadron has not yet been recruited, it 
is expected that the contingent will be 
able to sail shortly. Of the 154 men 
thirty-four will be expert pilots, and the 
remainder expert mechanicians. 

More than enough applications for 
service with the ‘squadron have been re- 
ceived, but the. mechanicians have not 
been chosen because it is. the desire to 
send to France the best men to be 
found. It is expected that .the contin- 
gent. will be called the First Reserve 
Aero Squadron, and will be commanded 
by reserve aviators trained at the Gov- 
ernment schools at. Mineola and Gov- 
ernors Island. Among these men are 
Major Raynal C. Bolling, Captain James 
E. Miller, Lieutenant Hobey’ Baker, the 
Princeton athiete, and Lieutenant Black- 
man.

LEGISLATION TO BE SOUGHT. 


Full Do“spiiation Purposed to Make 
Our Resources Tell — Neutral 
, ‘Nations May Be Ratloned. 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—The broad 
pri Jes which will govern America’s 
economic participation in the war, sub- 
ject to Congressional legislation, were 
agreed upon today at the final genetal 
trade conference of the British Foreign 
Secretary. Mr. Balfour;. Secretaries 
Lansing and Redfield, and British and 
American trade experts. Subcommit- 
tees, appointed at the first meeting soon 
after the British mission arrived, sub- 
mitted their reports, which were ac- 
cepted in principle, and the few remain- 
ing questions were left to the commit- 
tees to be worked out in practice on the 
basis of whatever legislation was final- 
ly passed by Congress. 

In general terms it has been agreed 
that the United States shall devote its 
resources preferentially to the Allies. 
In devoting some ‘of the scarce supplies 
and tonnage to neutral: trade, those 
countries evincing a friendly disposition 
toward the common-cause will be fa- 
vored. All ship pping, so far as possible, 
will be devoted to emergency trans- 
portation ‘only in order to decrease the 
chancés of destruction <3 submarines. 

The-United States has been asked, but 
has not yet decided to accept, member- 
ahip on all the allied economic commit- 
tees, now sitting in London, including 
the. ships munitions, wheat, execu- 
tive, and the more eneral Comité In- 
ternationale de Revitaillement.

It ‘is an example werthy of emulation 
and of mention for the sake of inspir- 
ing imitatign, Every depositor in a 
Savings bank will be glad to hear of 
such action and will feel greater con- 
fidence in the assets behind his de- 
pesits, The Liberty bonds are ex- 
changeable for later issues at any 
higher rate, and the rate is sure to be 
raised as the borrowings inerease. 
The borrowings are as sure to end as 
they are to inerease, and when that 
time comes the bonds can no longer 
be had at par, Those who may have 
to pay a@ premium for their Govern- 
ment bonds will have only themselves 
to blame. Until then those who sub- 
scribe to the bends for reasons of 
patriotism would increase their serv- 
ice to the country if they would pass 
the bonds on to those who otherwise 
would not take them. 

The savings banks have exceptional 
fitness and opportunity for doing this. 
They are in daily conthct with the 
savings class, and ‘savings are the 
very best source of funds for this 
loan. Wages were never more secure 
than now. Millions of workers could 
and. would engage to deliver their 
wage savings in installments on ac- 
count of a’ bond to be delivered to 
them when paid for, and meanwhile 
to be held for their account. They 
are less likely to pay down the 
minimum $50 in a lump sum. There 
are 11,000,000 savings bank depos- 
itors, all unaccustomed to invest- 
ment in Government bonds.

THE FREEDOM OF THE SEAS. 
“We are now,” said Sie Biwarp 
CakEson, speaking of the British and 


American navies, at the luncheon to 
the officers of Admiral Si1ms’s squad- 


ron, “ from this day forward, out to- 
“ gether to preserve the real freedom 
“ of the seas, and we mean to do it.” 

Of all the fraudulent phrases in- 
vented by Germany to gloze the truth, 
“the freedom of the seas” was the 
most audacious. Charged with a mili- 
tarism which endangered and finally 
assailed the world, she retorted that 
England was guilty of “ navalism.” 
Charged with @ desperate attack on 
the freedom of the nations, she re- 
torted with an appeal for “ the free- 
dom of the seas.” Uncritical minds 
accepted that glittering phrase with- 
out asking in what way the freedom 
of the seas was endangered by EXng- 
land, or ‘wherein lay the menace of 

“ navalism.” 

What it meant was that England 
had the largest navy in the world, as 
Germany had the greatest army. But 
the German Army was built and 


‘finally used for purposes of aggression, 
while the British Navy was purely de- 


fensive. Great Britain being an island 
and without land defenses against {n- 
vasion by an army, she built a great 
navy. But that navy has never been 
used for purposes of aggression on her 
neighbors. She is called the mistress 
of the seas, but she has left the seas 
of which she is mistress free to all. In 
time of peace any ship of any nation 
can traverse all the seas of which 
Great Britain is called the mistress as 
freely as any British ship, and‘ trans- 
act the same kind of business as her 
ships. Great Britain has kept-the seas 
open and free. 

But Germany has struck at the 
freedom of the seas. Germany has 
ruled off deadlines on the seas and 
warned friends and foes alike that 
they cross those dead lines on peril of 
stand behind a hedge, gum in hand, 
and when peaceful pedestrians passed 
up that road she ‘has shot them in the 
back; her object in doing it is to notify 
) other pedestrians that’ they must not 
travel on that road., Between shots she 
has called on the world to bear witness 
to the nobleness of her struggle to

CLASS TAXATION. 

Congress and Wall Street are en- 
gaged in instructing each other, per- 
haps with mutual benefit, ead certain- 
ly with edification to the detached ob- 
server. Wall Street thinks itself very 
wise with its saying that the mills do 
not grind with the water which has 
passed the wheel.  Byt Congress 
comes back with its retroactive taxes, 
taking in this year 1917 taxes on the 
incomes which passed the 1916 tax col- 
jlector. The House voted yesterday 
123 to 54:to. do what Wall Street de-. 
elares cannot be done. Thus far Con- 
gress has the better of Wall Street, but 
Congresses only propose, while the 
courts dispose. 

Congress’s pursuit of the plutocrats 
is shown also in -the increase of the 
supertaxes. Wall Street’s retort is 
that, if the plutocrats have to pay these 
taxes, they are deductible from the tax 
payable, and it easily may happen that 
the deductions through the extra taxes 
May be larger than the additions, If 
the deductions through the additions 
should put the taxpayer in a lower 
class of income taxpayers, he might 
bless the hand which sought to smite 
and bestowed a benefit unawares. 

If Congress merely sought to raise 
the greatest amount of revenue with 
least discomfort to the taxpayers, its 
efforts would be more successful.

LABOR FOR THE FARMS. 

Hlaborate plans for making a sur- 
vey of the nation’s farms and enroll- 
ing all men, old and young, available 
for service on them. were completed a 
month ago by the Department of 
Agriculture, which sought fn this way 
to overcome the shortage of 2,000,000 
farm workers. Secretary Houston 
now says that fhe department’s agents 
will begin the enrollment in the first 
week of June. Lack of appropriations) 
and of authority, whih will be granted 
by bills now pending, may have'caused 
some delay. There is to be an agent 
in’each county. These men, in co- 
operation with. State officers, will .as- 
certain the labor needs of the farm- 
ers, é@nroll those willing to work, and 
be empowered to shift local surpluses 
of workmen to places where the sup- 
ply is insufficient. The project was 
and is a very good one, but the sur- 
vey and census will not be finished 
in time to be effective for the first part 
of the planting season. Even if farm- 
ers are assured that they- wil? have 
help for the harvest, a labor shortage 
in seeding time prevents the use of 
as much land as should be cultivated. 

They need the hired men now. Such 
assistance as they have had has heen 
given by local governments and asso- 
ciations. In several States there have 
been successful efforts to supply farm 
labor. For example, in Maryland a 
little army of enlisted men has been 
at work for some time.. In New Jer- 
sey the executive departments began 
more than a month ago to ascertain 
where laborers were needed and to 
enlist those who would serve. Many 
workers were found and placed where 
they could assist in enlarging the food 
supply. Some were temporarily re- 
leased by manufacturers. By State 
and county officers, agricultural .socie; 
ties, and associations of citizens some- 
thing, but not enough, has been done 
without waiting for the national plans 
to be made effective. It. is not. too 
late for more local work of this kind. 
There should be an agricultural labor 
committee.in every county that has 
farms. The national working force 
will be more useful for harvesting 


‘than for planting. But only by giving 


the farmer help now can the acreage 
from which crops will be taken be 
made as large as it ought to be. The 
season will not wait.

As regards the persons of German 
birth who are living in this country— 
end it is they alone,. practically, who 
come under either designation—the 
‘enemy alien’”’ is to be so described 
simply because he has. not been naturel- 
ized, and therefore still owes allegiance 
to a Government with which the United 
States is now at war. Whether or not 
he is also an ‘‘alien enemy’ depends 
on the sort of man he is and what he 
intends to do here, If his purpose is to 
live quietly, obeying our laws and be- 
having himself as was the wont of Ger- 
mans in the same condition in the old 
days. of peace in the world, there will 
be no reason for anybody to molest 
him or make him afraid, and ‘nobody 
will. 

There are, however, other possibilities 
in the case of an “ enemy alien ’’—he 
may detexmine to be an “ alien enemy.”’ 
and to carry out the determination by 
spying and plotting to the real or at- 
tempted advantage of his own country 
and the real or attempted injury of this 
one. Then his status instantly changes, 
and he walks’. daily, in peril of imprison- 
meht, or even of death, according to the 
nature of the offenses committed sa 
him. 

It ‘is this possibility that warrants 
the - restrictions as‘ to residence and 
movement that have been placed by law 
on ‘*enemy. altens,’’ and though those 
restrictions ‘¢onstitute annoyances’ or 
hardships that in many cases seem, ‘and 


im not a few cases really are, both un- 


just and unnecessary, circumstances 
and experience justify their imposition. 
But the German who is: an. ‘‘enemy 
alien’? and not an “ alien enemy ”’ has 
only to demonstrate that fact to the 
satisfaction of the. proper military of- 
ficlals, and the restrictions will be re- 
laxed to a reasonable extent in his fa- 
vor, and so far ag he suffers without 
reason he will deserve and receive sym- 
pathy from his neighbors.

President Wilcox Answers the Let- 
- ter of Henry W. Taft.

It is unfortunate, I think,. that a man 
of the position and influence _of Henry 
W. Taft should attempt to disé¢redit my 
criticism of the Lockwood State Educa- 
tional bill by such a misrepresentation 
of facts.as is contained in the letter pub- 
lighed by you this morning. His state- 
ment that I have opposed a reduction of 


(| the board of forty-six and even advo- 


cated a board of sixty-three is abso- 
lutely untrue. On the contrary, as 
every member of the Board of 
Education knows and as Mr. Taft 
himself might easily have ascertained, 
I have been a consistent advocate of a 
small board for many years past and for 
the same reasons forcibly expressed by 
Mr. Taft. 

I cannot lose sight of the fact, how- 
ever, that the administration of our 
great. New York school system.has for 
years been edjusted to the present plan 
under which, rightly or wrongly, a very 
large amount of executive work is per- 
formed by the thirteen committees of the 
board, which virtually constitutes smal! 
boards within a board for the super- 
vision and direction of the work of their 
several departments. To suddenly aban- 
don the executive work heretofore per- 
formed by these committees and throw 
it all upon an official staff which is al- 
ready fully occupied is a dangerous ex- 
periment. It would be far safer and 
wiser to make haste slowly by reducing} 
the board to not less than fifteen mem- 
bers, atleast for the present. Such a 
board ould divide itself into a number 
of small committees of three or five 
memberm each, and continue the most 
important work of the committees, 
gradually increasing the responsibility 
and authority ef the official staff and 
confining its attention mainly to larger 
questions of administrative policy. Un- 
der such a board the school system 
would have an opportunity to adjust 
itself gradually to such a radical change 
in administration, whereas a sudden re- 
duction from forty-six to seven mem- 
bers. is calculated to create confusion 
and disorganization throughout the eys- 
tem. 

Mr.. Taft also criticises my attitude 
regarding the powers of the City Su- 
perintendent, I fully. agree that the 
City Superintendent and the entire of- 
ficial staff should have broad powers 
and - responsibilities, but their author- 
ity, I think, shoul€d come from the 
Board of Education and not from the 
Legislature. I cannot conceive an ef- 
ficient railroad or banking organize-| p 
tion in which the President should de- 
rive his. authority direct from the 
Stockholders, independent. of control by 
the Boar@ of Directors, but this ap- 
parently is .the sort of organization 
which Mr. Taft would. recommend for 
the Department of Education. Both 
Dr. Finley and. Dr...Finegan of the 
State Educational Department appear 
to agree with my view. that there 
should be no division of authority. In 
a& recent letter to me Dr. Finegan 
writes: ‘It is.my judgment that the 
supreme power and control of a local 
school system should be the Board of 
Education. . The bill confers upon. the 
Board of Education the power to es- 


for. the. administration of the city 
school system, with one executive force 
to carry out the directions and deter- 
minations of ‘the Board of Education.” 

The. difference between this official 
interpretation from Dr. Finegan and 
the views expressed by Mr. Taft. sup- 
ports my contention® that the “bill. is 
ambiguous in this ¥espect,, and ‘that 
under its provisions there: is a great 
possibility of a serious conflict ‘of au: 


tion and the City Superintendent of 
Schools. If it is intended that the City 
Superintendent should have broad in- 
dependent. power to supervfse and di- 
rect. the professional and business ad- 
ministration of the entire system, free 
from control by the Board: of Educa- 
tion, then I seriously question the wis- 
fiom of such a division of authority. 
On the other hand, if it is intended 
that the Board of Education shall have 
supreme control. over the administra- 
tion of the entire school system, it is a 
mistake, I think, for the Legislature 
to grant to the City Superintendent 
broad statutory powers which cannot 
be materially affected by any by-laws 
of the Board of Education. 

In my opinion, we should have a small 
Board of Education which should gradu- 
ally divest itself of the administration 
of technical and professional matters 
and give increased authority and re- 
sponsibility to the official staff, but the 
board should be large enough: to per- 
form its duties without excessive de- 
Mands upon its members. From a per- 
spective of dlmost twenty years since he 
was a member of the Board of Hduca- 
tion, Mr. Taft may consider that the 
legislative duties of a board of séven 
mémbers would be a pleasant pastime, 
but most of those who are familiar 
with the vast amount of work now per- 
formed by the various committees of the 
board, holding nearly four Sr 
meefings per annum, believe that 
board of seven would necessarily demana 
nearly the entire time of its members. 
I question very sériously whether ‘it 
will be possible to find men and women 
qualified for the task who can give it 
the amount of time which will be re- 
quired. I do not know of a single mem- 
ber of the present board who would be 
ready to accept membership on such a 
board. I very much. fear, therefore, 
that such a radical reduction must inevi- 


disadvantages and dangers to our public 
If these views are ‘‘reactionary,’’ I 
must plead guilty to that charge. It 
may not be out of place, however, to re- 
call In this connection the advice of 
Henry Ward Beecher: “‘ Don’t be like a 
grasshopper, which jumps first and af- 
terward looks round for a place to land.’’ 
Those who have no responsibility may 
cheerfully advocate reducing the board 
to seven or three or one, but those of 
us who are responsible for the educa- 
tional welfare of nearly a millfon chil- 
dren cannot hand over this great trust 
to our successors without grave gon- 
cern for the effect of the radical change 
imposed by the Lockwood bill. ;
